The 85-acre park just off U.S. 227 on the Madison County 
side of the river is near the site where Daniel Boone and his companions in 1775 
established Fort Boonesborough. The park’s natural sand beach area will also be 
graded, a new walkway to the beach will be constructed and the bath-house will be 
remodeled. Other areas have been sodded and seeded.
